Chemicals  such  as  aluminum  sulphate  or  tannic  acid  can  be  used  to 
change  slightly  alkaline  or  neutral  soils  to  an  acid  reaction.  These  chemicals 
may  be  dissolved  in  water  and  sprinkled  on  the  soil  or  broadcast  over  the 
surface  and  washed  in. 

Ground  aluminum  sulphate  is  the  most  economical  chemical  to  use  on 
alkaline  or  neutral  soil.  It  requires  from  one-fourth  to  two  pounds  of  alum¬ 
inum  sulphate  as  a  top  dressing  for  each  square  yard  of  ground  area.  The 
quantity  needed  depends  entirely  on  the  present  degree  of  acidity  or  alka¬ 
linity  of  your  soil.  Your  county  farm  demonstrator  or  State  Agricultural 
College  will  test  your  soil  gratis  and  make  recommendations.
